satire against him» called Mac Flecknoy which is one 
of the severest and best- written satires in our language. 

In the year wherein he was deprived of the Laurel 
he published the life of St. Francis Xavier, translated

1693 came out a translation of Juvenal and Persius ; 
in which the first, third, sixth, tenth, and sixteenth 
satires of Juvenal, and Persius entire, v/erc done by 
Mr. Dryden, who prefixed a long and ingenious dis- 
course, by way of dedication, to the Earl of Dorset.

Tin v 
consist of translations from the Greek and latin p-)- 
cts, £p:stlcs to several persons, Prologues and li^.t- 
loguesto several plays, Elegies, Epitaphs, and So!5-^. 
His last work was his Fables, ancient and modcrM. 
translated into verse from Homer, Ovid, Bocca< r, 
and Chaucer. To this work is prefixed, by v^ay cl 
preface, a critical account of the authors from wiioin 
the fables are translated. 

As to our Authoi's performances in prose, \h r.'.ilrs 
liis Dedications and Prefaces; and Controvct&iul \v> i- 
tlngs, they consist of the Lives of Plutarch and L.:-

He 
was the author of several things, and translated the 
sixth satire of Juvenal. John translated the fourteenth 
satire of Juvenal, vas the author of a comedy, called 
The Hufband his own Cuckold, priutcd in 1696, 
and died of a fever at Rome. Henry entered into 
religious orders.

•^en's intimate friend, sent for the corpse to the Col- 
lege of physicians, and proposed a subscription; which 
succeeding, about ■ hree werks after Mr Dryden's de« 
cease,Dr. Garth pronounced a fine Latin oration over 
the body, which was conveyed from the College, at- 
tended by a numerous train of coaches, to West min- 
ster. Abbey, but in very great disorder. At last the 
corpse arrived at the Abbey, which was all unlighted. 
No organ played, no anthem sung ; only two of the 
singing boys preceded the corpse, who sung an ode of 
Horace, with each a small candle in their hand. When 
the funeral was over, Mr. Charles Dryden sent a chal- 
lenge to Lord Jeffreys, who refusing to answer it, he 
sent several others, and went often himself ;butcould 
neither get a letter delivered, nor admittance to speak. 
to him, which so incensed him, that finding his Lord- 
ship refused to answer him like a gentleman, he re- 
solved to watch an opportunity, and brave him to 
fight, though with all the rules of honour ; which his 
Lordship hearing, quitted the Town, and Mr. Charles 
never had an opportunity to meet him, though he 
sought it to his death with the utmost application. 

The character of Mr. Dryden has been drawn by 
various hands ; some have done it in a favourable, 
others in an opposite manner.
